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The President has accepted the recommendation of 
Secretary Long and Judge Advocate General Lemly in 
the case of Paymaster Corwine, late of the Newport tor- 
pedo station, and has dismissed him from the Navy ser- 
vice, while remitting that part of the sentence of the 
court martial which called for his imprisonment for two 
years, 





It is stated that the Serretary of War Alger has quiet- 
ly intimated te Capt. Tasker H. Bliss, who will shortly 
yroceed to Madrid as the Military Attaché to the United 
Rtates Legation that it would be inadvisable to take 
Mrs. Bliss and her children. Lieut. George L. Dyer, the 
Naval Attaché, proposes to go to Madrid unaccompanied 
by any of his family. This is interpreted to mean that 
the administration proposes to make a strong effort to 
end the war in Cuba. ft is sufficient to say that no such 
intimation has been given to Capt. Bliss. 


The Board of Visitors to the West Point Military 
Academy has practically completed its report. Its recom- 
mendations are substantially the same as_ those sub- 
mitted last year, with the exception that it is recom- 
mended that $50,000 be appropriated for the construc- 
tion of a new library building. ‘The report is entirely 
commendatory of the work at the Academy. No change 
is recommended in the course or method of study. The 
athletic feature of the Academy is particularly praised. 











The friends of Lieutenant Colonel Henry E. Noyes will 
learn with regret that the financial difficulties in which 
he has been involved, through his son, have resulted in 
an adverse report by the Senate Committee on his nom- 
ination to the rank of Colonel. The amount involved is 
said to approximate $10,000. Another effort will be 
made to secure the confirmation of his appointment when 
an opportanity offers. Now that Lieutenant Colonel 
Noyes’ case is disposed of, the other cavalry nominations 
pending will be immediately passed upon. 


Uncle Sam has been obliged to show his teeth to the 
Sultan of Morocco, who is accused of harassing Amer- 
icans having business in Morocco and discriminating 
against them in favor of the Europeans. When they 
have insisted upon their rights they have in some cases 
been subjected to violence. The San Francisco and Ral- 
cigh have accordingly been sent from Smyrna to Tan- 
giers for the purpose of lending support to the represen- 
tations that Tinited States Consul General Burke has 
been charged to make to the Sultan of Moroeco which 
have so far failed in effect.

The Navy Department has been informed that the tor- 
pedo boat Rodgers, built by the Columbian Iron Works, 
is ready for trial. Orders will be issued by the Depari- 
ment to the Board of Inspection and Survey in a day 
or so, directing that organization to test the vessel for 
preliminary acceptance. ‘The Rodgers will be tried in 
Chesapeake Bay. Although the Foote is ready for de- 
livery to the Government, she has not yet been pre- 
liminarily accepted upon the report of the Beard of Is- 
spection and Survey. Just as soon as these two vessels 
are accepted and placed in commission, they will proceed 
to Newport and join the Hricsson, Porter and Cushing. 
The five vessels, under the command of Lieut. Comdr. 
W. W. Kimball will then conduct the maneuvers direct- 
ed by Mr. Roosevelt when he was acting as Secretary of 
the Navy. 











The squadron of maneuvers will confine its operations 
to the New England coast. It will not, however, co-op- 
erate with the Naval War College. Although Comdr. 
(. F. Goodrich, president of the War College, was a 
member of the board which drew up the programme of 
exercises, it was decided by that board not to limit the 
exercises of the vessels under Rear Adml. Sicard to New- 
port for the benefit of the officers undergoing instruction 
there. What is desired by the Department is the prac- 
tical instruction of the officers and men of the fleet. 

The cruiser Brooklyn will be assigned to the North 
Atlantic Squadron upon her return to New York from 
England and will join the Iowa at Newport. The exer- 
cises will be confined to a great extent, to the Iowa, 
Brooklyn, Indiana, Massachusetts, Texas, Maine, and 
New York. red 





Our Navy Gazette records several changes in the du- 
ties of high ranking officers ordered July 6 by the 
Secretary of the Navy, including a transfer of the pres- 
ent Captain of the New York Navy Yard to other duty. 
Capt. Francis J. Higginson, the officer now at the Navy 
Yard, is ordered to command the battleship Massachu- 
setts, relieving Capt. Frederick Rodgers, who is assigned 
to the Inspection Board. Capt. George Washington 
Sumner is detached from the board and ordered as Cap- 
tain of the New York Yard. Paymr. T. J. Cowie, or- 
dered to the War College, and Pay Inspr. E. Bellows, 
ordered to the Torpedo Station at Ne rt; Passed 
Assist. Engr. W. B. Day, detached from the New York 
Yard and ordered to the Adams: Passed Asst. Engr. G. 
W. McElroy, detached from the Adams with two months’ 
leave. 


In view of the approaching retirement of Commo. R. 
R. Wallace, commandant of the Naval Station at New- 
port, there has been talk in naval circles of trying to 
carry out the plan attempted in Commo. Phythian’s case 
so as to make him a Rear Admiral before retirement. 
Commo. Wallace will retire on Nov. 7 next, so that there 
is ample time in which to perfect the plan. The chances 
of this officer securing his promotion before retirement 
are much brighter than those enjoyed by Commo. Phyth- 
ian for the reason that Rear Adml. Beardslee, in view of 
his retirement, two months later, will probably feel more 
readily disposed to apply for retirement in order that a 
brother officer may be promoted. Commo. C. S. Norton 
will be promoted to the next vacancy existing and it is 
understood that he would not be averse to relegation to 
the retired list provided that his promotion were acceler- 
ated. 


The “Neue Militiirische Blitter’’ calls attention to the 
importance of providing good field glasses for officers 
which they are more likely to need in service than ever 
the sword or revolver. Even during maneuvers in time 
of peace an officer will continually have occasion to use 
a glass. The officer of artillery does so to watch the ef- 
fect of his guns. To the cavalry or staff officer field 
glasses are simply indispensable, and the infantry of- 
ficer finds them useful at all times, for whether attacking 
a position or defending it, he must see what is going on. 
Yet the singular fact remains that officers who, as a gen- 
eral rule, show the greatest care in selecting a sword or 
revolver which they will rarely be under the necessity 
of using, hardly ever take any trouble to get the best 
kind of field glass, very often indeed getting a glass 
through a tailor, and then only because they are supposed 
to have one. 








_ Messrs, G. P. Putman’s Sons have commenced the pub- 
lication of an elaborate work, entitled “The Bncyclo- 
aera eg oo It _is edited by the Earl of Suffolk and 

kshire, Hedley Peek and F. G. Aflalo, common- 
ers apparently the chief burden of the work, to 
the first number of w his lordship contributes a pref- 
ace. It is printed in royal octavo on plate paper and the 
various resources of modern illustration have been made 
use of to give it interest and value. It is published in 
parts at one dollar a number and its size may be judged 
of by the fact that the first number of fifty-six pages 
covers only fourteen titles. T are: “Aardvaark,” 
“Agouti,” “Albicore,” “Alevin,” “Alexandra,” “Alliga- 
tor,” “Amateur,” “America Cup,” “Ammunition,” “Ang- 
ling,” “Ante ” “Archery,” “Armadillo,” and “Ath- 
letics,” this last title running over to the second number, 
There are sixty illustrations in this number, two of 
them being handsome full-page engravings. 





“Field Service or the Essentials of the Art of War,” is 
the title of a volume prepared by W. A. Campbell, U, 8. 
A., detailed as Professor of Military Science and Tac- 
tics at Western Military Academy, Upper Alton, Ill, 
gobiiehed by Melling & Gaskins, of Alton. It gives a 
description of Army organization, reconnoisance, cover-ng 


detachments, marches, the transportation of troops, 
camps, military supplies, the preparation for 
and the conduct of battles, the treatment of _pris- 


oners of war, closing with a chapter giving several tacti- 
eal problems. In an appendix the U, 8S. Army and Navy 
Signal Code is given and its use is described. The work 
has much useful information in a small compass, and is 
illustrated by fifteen diagrams. It is an enlarged copy of 
the author’s previous work to which a chapter on “Tac- 
tical Problems,” has been added and in which the new 
Signal Code replaces the old one. On the whole. the 
book is now wal suited for the use of officers of the Na- 
tional Guard and as a text book for military academies 
it should meet with approval. : 





Hudson-Kimberly Publishing Co., Kansas City, Mo, 
have published a little volume by Capt. W. D. Beach. ad 
Cav., Instructor in Military Topography at the U, 8. In- 
fantry and Cavalry School, entitled “Military Map-Read- 
ing, Field, Outpost and Road Sketching for Non-Commis- 
sioned Officers.”” The author holds that military map- 
reading should have the first place in importance and 
that military “map-making” is but an application of its 
principles. All soldiers must know how to read topo- 
graphical maps, while comparatively few are even re- 
quired to make anything more than the field or outpost 
sketch and the road sketch. The use of the field or 
cavalry sketch case is explained, in this volume. After 
practice with this case there is little difficulty in sketch- 
ing twenty miles of road and completing the map in a 
single day. Capt. Beach has given us a very useful lit- 
tle volume and we recommend it, not only to the Army, 
but to the officers of the National Guard, who wish to ob- 
tain some idea of the difference between military and 
civil maps and to instruct themselves in the important 
details cf outpost duty. Numerous diagrams and eclces 
help to illustrate the text of this work.

The next executive session of the Senate will be enliv- 
ened by a lively debate over the confirmation of the nom- 
ination of Charles A. McCawley to be a Captain ani 
Quartermaster of the U. S. Marine Corps. Mr. Me- 
Cawley was favorably reported for confirmation by the 
Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, on Tuestlay, by u 
vote of 5 to 3. Mr. Chandler, who is the chief opponent 
of the confirmation, hopes to increase this minority to 
i majority in the Senate. In debate he cited the law 
in the case and said: “During the fifteen years since 1882 
no civilian has been appointed in either the line or staff 
of the Marine Corps. he lowest staff grade is that of 
Captain. hen a vacancy has happened in that grade 
it has been filled by promoting a Lieutenant in the Ma- 
rine Corps, and the vacancy thus created has been filled 
by a graduate of the Naval Academy. A vacancy now 
exists in the lowest staff grade of the Marine Corps: that 
of Captain and Assistant Quartermaster. (an it be 
filled by appointing a civilian over 25 years of age?’ The 
oy = is urged by Senator Hale, who holds that 
it is legal. 





We publish this week the important order, G. 0. No. 

1, W. D., A. G. O., altering the requirements of the 
examination for promotion in the Army. We give it on 
a separate sheet which can be filed for reference. The 
first examination under the provisions of the order ws 
that of Capt. Tasker H. Bliss, of the Subsistence D»- 
partment, for promotion to the rank of Major, at Wash- 
ington, on Wednesday last. The examination was given 
as early as possible, as Capt. Bliss will shortly leave the 
country, having been appointed Military Attaché of the 
United States Legation at Madrid. The expectation of 
the framers of the new order that it would afford a great 
saving of time and labor were amply justified by the re- 
sults of this examination. The organization of the ex- 
amining board and the physieal examination of Capt. 
Bliss consumed only 45 minutes, and the professional ex- 
amination only fifty minutes. The professional exami- 
nation of many of the line officers in the past has 
frequently required from 7 to 18 days. It is expectel 
that the duration of the examination of line officers un- 
der the provisions of the new order will seldom exceed 
two days.

Brigadier General G. Norman Lieber, J. A. General, 
U. S. A., has published in a pamphlet some “Remarks 
on the Army Regulations.” He holds that those adopted 
by the President in the exercise of his constitutional 
power have equal force as law with those sanctioned by 
Congress, but when ap yroved by Congress they cannot 
be a tered by the President without its consent. In ad- 
dition to his learned comments upon Army Regulations 
from a legal point of view, General Lieber has given here 
an interesting historical digest of the growth of our reg- 
ulations into their present form since the first adoption 
of regulations for the Army by the Continental Congress, 
Among those who have a hand in the various revisions of 
the Regulations he mentions Baron Steuben, President 
Adams, General Scott, General Macomb, E. D. Town- 
send, General Don Carlos Buell, General Samuel Breck, 
the Sherman and Marcy boards, Captain R. N. Scott, 
John Tweedale, General Schofield, the Augur_ board, 
and the Benét board. Finally came the present Revised 
Regulations, of which General Lieber says: “This revis- 
ion passed through the hands of Colonel H. C. Corbin, 
Major (now Lieutenant Colonel) J. C. Gilmore, and 
Major (now Lieutenant Colonel) J. B. Babcock, consti- 
tuting a board, and afterwards through the hands of the 
Adjutant General and the Major General commanding 
the Army. General E, 8. Otis also went over the work. 
But the preparation of this revision was finally in charge 
of the Assistant Secretary of War. Major George W, 
Davis, and Captain J. T. French, One of its distinguish- 
ing features is that the regulations which relate more 
particularly to the management of the bttsiness of the 
staff departments, and do not affect the Army at large, 
are omitted from the general regulations, and embodied 
in separate mantials. Necessarily, however, these man- 
nals cover a wider field than this would indicate. Th: 
general regulations, with thelr accompaniment of man- 
uals, may be regarded as forming the regulations of 
1895. One of these manuals—the manual for courts-mar 
tial—is not, indeed, a staff manual at all, but is a general 
system of rules for the administration of military jus 
tiee. It is the first of its kind promulgated by the War 
Department, and is an outgrowth and enlargement of the 
directions on the subject which it was formerly the prac- 
tice to issue from the headquarters of military depart 
ments.”

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APPOINTMENTS FROM THE RANKS. 


Norfolk, Va., June 22, 1897. 
To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal.” 

| have been a constant reader of your valuable paper 
for a number of years and have several times during the 
past year or two noticed contributed articles or letters 
decrying the claims of the enlisted men who in accord- 
ance With the provisions of law, have had the temerity 
to present themselves for examination and “pass” for a 
commission, thereby, so the writers urge, interfering 
with the rights and privileges of the West Point gradu- 
ates. Such an article as 1 refer to appeared in your is- 
sue of the 19th inst., headed “Commissions for Gradu- 
ates.” 1 do not remember, however, to have ever seen a 
word or line in defense of the “enlisted” candidate. Now 
| have no personal interest whatever in the matter. I 
am not in the service, and never was an enlisted man, or 
a “candidate,” and never shall be, but I am an old sol- 
dier, and I like fair play. 

Let us look at the matter squarely. The West Pointer 
is selected and sent to the Military Academy for the ex- 
press purpose of graduating and becoming an officer. He 
is offered every inducement and given every opportunity 
for study and improvement, and after graduating, if 
there should happen to be no regimental vacaney awalt- 
ing his immediate acceptance, he is commissioned an 
“Additional 2d Lieutenant” and assigned to duty with 
some command until a regular vacancy occurs... Mean- 
time, he has his commission, draws his pay and allow- 
ances all the same, and knows that his position and fu- 
ture are assured, 

Now how is it with the “candidate” from the “ranks.” 
He is allowed no extra time for study, and has no will- 
ing and @xpert corps of professors to coach and help him 
along, but must prepare himself as best he can during 
such leisure moments as can be spared from his régu- 
lar daily duties, and if after passing the required exami- 
nation @ vacancy is found to exist, or occurs within a 
specified time (within a year) he is commissiotied, (espt- 
cially is he hails from north of “Mason and Dixofi’s line, 
or is from the West”), otherwise his labor and pains 
count for nothing. No “Additional 2d Lieutenancy” waits 
for him, with its asstred “commission,” pay, assignment, 
etc. No; back he goes to the ranks again, to eat his 
heart out with mortification and chagrin at the fraud 
and injustice which he feels has been done him. 

Do not misunderstand me. I am not arguing against 
West Point or the claims of its graduates, but I fo re- 
member that a large majority of the great soldiers who 
have made immortal the military history of this coun- 
try, and who have controlled and directed the destinies 




















of its armies, never saw West Point, and I furthermore 
think that the enlisted man who by his good conduct and 
hard work and study has successfully passed the rigid 
examination prescribed by the laws and regulations of 
the Government, is entitled to some defense and consid- 
eration. He is forbidden by law and regulations ftom 
defending himself, and from his very position cannot 
count on having friends among “those in authority.” con- 
sequently he is entitled to the sympathy of every 
OLD SoLpIEr.

THE JUBILEE PARADES IN ENGLAND. 


The naval review at Portsmouth on June 26 and the 
grand military review on Laffans Plain, July 1, were the 
closing features of the jubilee celebration in England. 
In the roadstead between Portsmouth and the Isle of 
Wight were assembled 500 vessels for war and peace, 
165 of them belonging to the British fleet, 28 of them 
training and coast guard ships not effective for war. 

The force present has, in numbers, been exceeded on 
prosions occasions, nota ly in 1856, at the close of the 
Russian war, when upward of 250 vessels were reviewed 
by the Queen, including 140 gunboats and 50 mortar 
wats, 

In effective war forces the fleet exceeded anything ever 
gathered together, most of the vessels present being the 
creation of the past ten years. Of the ironclads only 
seven antedate the Queen’s jubilee in 1887, while in 
the other classes—cruisers, torpedo boats, and commerce 
destroyers—the proportion of old boats is still smaller. 
The ships were disposed in five long lines each, extend- 
ing from Fort Gilkicker, in Portsmouth Harbor, to a 
point opposite Osborne, Isle of Wight. The outermost 
line was composed of twenty-nine ships, all battleships 
and cruisers. The second line was similarly composed of 
thirty ships; the third of thirty-eight ships. Running east- 
ward as far as the twenty-ninth ship, the third line was 
composed entirely of small cruisers, torpedo gunboats, 
and gun vesséls, while the last nine ships were the fine, 
mast-rigged vessels of the training squadron, ics of 
the old days before steam superseded sail. Insidé this 
was the fourth line, which was one of the most interest- 
ing, for no fewer than thirty of the forty-nine vessels 
composing it were destroyers of the latest pattern. The 
remainder were small craft. Lying close inshore on the 
the Isle of Wight side were the foreign ships, as fol- 
lows: Austrian, Wien; German, Kénig Wilhelm; Span- 
ish, Nizeaya; American, Brooklyn; Russian, Rossia; 
French, Pothuau; Dutch, Evertsen; Portuguese, Vasco de 
Gama; Norwegian, Fritnof; Swedish, Gota; Danish, Heli- 
goland; Japanese, Fuji, and the King of Siam’s graceful 
cruiser yacht, Maha Chakrakoi. e Brooklyn is de- 
scribed as decidedly the most noteworthy ship in the vast 
assemblage from the spectacular point of view. Her 
great factory chimneys and odd, tumble away sides, her 
high, white hull and two immense flags, made a picture 
absolutely unique even in Portsmouth, which for gener- 
ations has been accustomed to look upon all the queerest 
naval craft the world has turned out. The Brooklyn 
was not admired, but was heartily cheered. An immense 
number of yachts, pleasure steamers, and great ocean 
liners filled what remaining space there was toward the 
Isle of Wight. In one single line were the Teutonic, 
transformed for the day into an armed cruiser; the New 
York, Columbia, Ophir, Dresden, Bothnia and Norman- 
die, Empress Frederick, Coburg and Connqueht, 

Shortly after Ld m. a single gun from the flagship 
Renown announ the departure from the dock yard of 
the Prince of Wales on the royal yacht. This was the 
signal for the royal salute, which was fired by the entire 
fleet of over one hundred and fifty ships. Simultaneous- 
ly every vessel manned its sides and military tops, with 
the exception of the Siamese yacht, which sent its crew 
to the masts and made a picturesque display. The can- 
nonading was terrific. The foreign ships all used smoke- 
less powder, but the entire British fleet clung to black 
powder, so that five minutes after the noise began 
a heavy curtain of smoke hung over the water and for 
ten minutes obscured vessels 100 yards distant. Among 
the foreign warships attending the review, Russia leads 
the way in size with her armored cruiser Rossia, length 
480 feet, horse power 14.500; while Italy and the United 
States come next with the Lepente and Brooklyn, each 
400% feet in length. Comparing this review with that 
of the golden jubilee of ; if seen how striking a 
change has come over { e world's greatest fleet. he 
huge lofty-masted broadside ironclads which wete, the 
great feature of the review of ten years ago have given 
place to the smart little battleships of the Admiral class. 

The reviewing fleet came within sight of the first ships 
about 2:15 o’clock. As the royal yacht pa each ship 
tremendous cheers were given by the crews, and the 
bands played “God Save the Queen.” The royal proces- 
sion went slowly through the several lines, and fina'ly. 
after 4 o’clock, came to anchor opposite the flagship Re- 
nown. As the anchor dropped. the flagship hoisted a 
signal, and a roar of cheers from 40,000 sailors was 
heard from one end of the fleet to the other. This was 
loudly echoed by the excursion steamers, yachts, tugs 
and other vessels outside the lines. Not a single whist'e 
was blown during the day. 

Promptly at 9 o’clock at a signal the fleet flashed forth 
into vast sea lights. The great, somber ironclads were 
surrounded by glistening girdles of brilliant electric lights 
from topmast to topmast, and low down on the water's 
edge, while the whole bosom of the strait, from Spithead 
to Osborne, appeared as though gleaming with fire. 

Undoubtedly, as we are again told by the “Sun” re- 
porter, the finest show was made by the Brooklyn, which 
had an immense “V. R. 1887-97" in electric light 
stretched amidships and alongside the word “Brooklyn.” 
She was fairly alive with light. Great pictures of the 
Oneen hung between the funnels of the big battleships. 
“God Save the Queen” was a favorite and fervent elec- 
trically lighted wish among the cruisers, and a handsome 
display was made by the Russians and Frenchmen. 
Searchlights were not permitted, so that only the outlines 
of the vessels were seen. and this made the contrast to 
former illuminations of this sort all the more marked, It 
was a-veritable Féte de Venise. The illuminations con- 
tinued until midnight, when, on a signal from the fleet 
commander, every sunerfiuous light went out as if turned 
off by a single switch. ; ~ *& he

The picturesque an welled In- 
dian Princes were there, and so were the Ind 
er colonial troops, who led the march past, ng wi 
the Canadian mounted police and the Cape mounted rifle- 
men. Then came the Australian mounted troops, the 
Ceylon cavalry, and the Rhodesian troopers. Next were 
the colonial artillery contingents, and finally the infantry, 
including the Indian, Jamaican, Malay, Borneo, Hong 
Kong, and Niger forces. After the colonials came the 
home cavalry divisions, including the dragoons, lancers, 
and hussars, and three batteries of horse artillery. en 
came three divisions of infantry. The foreign military 
attachés, especially the Germans, watched these closely, 
and some remarked that they were “immature strip- 
lings.” The home troops and the colonials made an ex- 
cellent showing. Gen. rd Wolseley, the Commander- 
in-Chief, wearing the uniform of a Field Marshal, and 
sossenganies by a brilliant staff, took a train from Wa- 
terloo Station, and on the way conversed with great ani- 
mation with Gen. Miles of the United States Army, who 
was in the same compartment. Gen. Lord Roberts, who 
commands the colonial troops, was on the same train, A 
reporter of the “Daily ail” had an interview at 
Aldershot with Ge. Nelson A. Miles, who said that he 
never saw a finer lot of troops. They would stand com- 
parison with the best in the world. The alignment of 
the cav and artillery and their galloping were per- 
fect. England might well feel proud of her army. 
_ A military inspection that was unquestionably unique 
in history took place at Chelsea Barracks, June 11, when 
the Duke of Connaught reviewed the contingents of the 
Colonial defensive and constabulary services, taking part 
in the iamond Jubilee celebrations. The parade 
was com of 41 European officers in the Colonial 
ve native officers, and 267 Europeans and

The Colonial defensive forces con- 
tributed detachments of Lancers from New South Wales, 
and Mounted Rifles from New South Wales, Victoria, 
Guesamnat, and Trinidad; Artill from Canada, West 
Australia, Trinidad, Malta, and Ceylon; Infantry from 
Canada, West Australia, Trinidad, the Straits Settle- 
ments (Guides), Ceylon, and Malta. The variety of color, 
both in the complexions and uniforms of those on the 
arade, was very striking, and there were almost as many 
anguages and dialects spoken on the ground as there are 
days in a month, It was a remarkable and impressive 
sight, and made one realize, says the London “Post,” 
more fully perhaps than ever before Mr. Kipling’s para- 
doxical line, “And what should they know of England 
who only England know ?”

FUGITIVES FROM THE PLAGUE. 


One of the most pathetic sights during these terrible 
days is that of the thousands of poor people who are 
attempting to flee the city. On the day I left Bom- 


bay by the Great Indian Peninsula route, twelve thou- 
sand people, by two lines of road alone, had joined the 
panic-stricken exodus. The railway stations and al! 
the streets and open spaces in the vicinity were crowded 
with squatting figures in white cloths, waiting for a 
chance to board a third-class railway compartment and 
thus leave the infected precincts. 

Huddled together in all sorts of heaps of humanity, in 
the dead of night as well as in the broad glare of day, 
were these waiting, frightened throngs. The trains wer 
running in two sections, and all the third-class compart 
ments were crowded to suffocation. Thousands of others 
left by sea or by the carriage roads, and already it is 
thought nearly half the population has shaken the dust 
of Bombay from its feet and turned its face country- 
ward. The exodus is estimated all the way from 200,000 
to 400,000, and probably the latter figures are nearer 
correct. Not all those who try to escape reach the prom 
ised land safely, for almost every day, it is said, some 
corpses are taken out of the trains, and others live only 
long enough to reach Poonah or Ahmednuggur or sone 
other port of hoped-for safety, and there yield to the de- 
stroyer whose seeds of death have been implanted in 
their systems. 

Altogether the sight of a plague-stricken city is sad be 
yond expression, and the sympathy of the civilized world 
has not been expended in vain upon the “Eye of India.” 
so sadly and grievously afflicted.—Francis BE. Clark, in 
July Lippincott’s.

TIGER-HUNTING IN INDIA, 

“After Big Game in Africa and India” is the title of a 
paper by H. W. Seton-Karr in the July “Century.” The 
author was the guest of an Indian prince, and he hunted 
from the back of an elephant. He says: 

Regarding tigers, the expectation of the animal’s ap- 
pearance, the waiting and watching during the brief pe- 
riod of the beat, formed the most interesting and stirring 
part of the performance. The transverse rush of a tiger, 
scolding the elephants and throwing the whole line into 
confusion, is one of the finest sights in India. Some fell 
at the first volley, fired at from two or more of the how- 
dubs simultaneously. One only fell to a single shot, stone 
jead. Some escaped, wounded, into a neighboring patch 
of jungle, and most of these charged and “got home 
upon some elephant, springing in every case upon the 
quimal’s forehead, and being tossed off and shot while on 
ihe ground. Although tigers have been known to climb 
into the how@ah, the danger to human life in this method 
yf tiger-shooting is very small. There were elephants of 
various ages and sizes in the beating line, and during 
the uproar that ensued when a tiger came close, some of 
the younger ones exhibited their fear by the oddest 
wunds—shrill squeaks and shrieks that seemed quite dis- 
proportionate issuing from so large an animal. When a 
liger succeeded in breaking through, the line had to re- 
tire, reform, and begin again. 


FORT BLISS, TEXAS. 
Fort Bliss, Texas, July 1, 1897.

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NEW YORK STATE SOCIETY OF THE CIN- 
CINNATI. 


The oldest of our patriotic military societies celebrated 
the anniversary of our National Independence as is its 
custom by holding its annua! meeting at the Metropolitan 
Club at 1 o’clock on Monday, July 5.

H. Livingston and Mr. William Morris Austin were duly 
elected as members of the society, and the ceremony of 
their investiture was then proceeded with. It consists 
in the members subscribing the original roll, and taking 
the following obligation: E f 

“I ————, a member-elect of the Society of the Cin- 
cinnati, do hereby assume the obligations of its institu- 
tion and do bind myself to observe and be governed by 
its principles, and to conform to the rules and regulations 
of the New York State Society, for the pertormance 
whereof I do pledge my sacred honor.” 

‘The original roll bears the name of the members of the 
society from 1783, when it was formed at the Canton- 
ments on the Hudson, to date, and is one of the most 
precious of the Society’s many valuable documents. 

Major General Nelson A. Miles, U. 8S. A., was elected 
an Honorary Member of the Society, a distinction rarely 
conferred. Of recent years this honor has been bestowed 
on General Grant, General Sherman, Admiral Farragut, 
General Hancock and General Howard.

To secure some degree of uniformity of examination of line 
boards will be furnished by the Adjutant General 


with lists of questions, with values attached. Boards will 
not, however, be confined to the questions contained in these 
lists, and are authorized to ask any questions, selected from 
the publications recommended herein for study, deemed 
necessary during the progress of the oral, written or prac- 
tical examinations. Where blackboard or other illustrations 
will facilitate the oral and practical examinations, their use 
is authorized. Examinations will be conducted in a suffi- 
clently exhaustive manner to determine. not only that the 
subject is thoroughly comprehended, but the degree of pro- 
ficiency of the officer being examined, and until the board 
is positively satisfied as to his ability to impart instruction 
in the various subjects. In case of unpropitious weather, 
practical exercises may be postponed from day to day, but 
never omitted or materially curtailed. 

Whenever the oral examination of any line officer is un- 
satisfactory in any subject, the board will at once proceed 
with a written examination in that subject, and in case the 
officer is not found proficient, the questions and answers will 
be attached to the proceedings. 

Commanding officers of posts at or in the vicinity of which 
boards may be appointed to meet, will, without further in- 
structions, furnish, upon request of the board, such avail- 
able troops and material as may be required by boards in the 
execution of this order. When it is not practicable to obtain 
the requisite troops and material for the complete practical 
esamination as prescribed for artillery, oral and written 
examinations will be substituted by the board for the portion 
omitted, 

At the conclusion of his examination, each officer will sign 
and submit a certificate in his own handwriting to the effect 
that he has not received assistance from any unauthorized 
source, or communicated or transcribed any of the questions 
or problems submitted for his use during the examination. 

In written examinations a numerical value will be given to 
each question. In the oral and practical examinations a 
numerical value will be given to each subject. Where both 
oral and practical examinations are required in the same sub- 
ject the board will allot the value to be credited to each part. 

In the lists prepared for the use of boards, values of 5, 10, 
and 15 have been assigned to the questions. Corresponding 
values will be given by the board to any original questions. 
It is assumed that an average of twenty questions will be

oT he numerous questions embraced in each list, together 
with such original questions as may be formulated by the 
board, admit of considerable variation, and make it possible 
to arrange examinations radically different as regards partic- 
ular questions but essentially the same in respect to scope 
and character. It is desirable that the questions be selected 
indiscriminately in each case, to the end that each officer 
undergoing examination may have a different arrangement 
of questions, even when simultaneous examinations of a sim- 
jlar character are being conducted. 

For the present,questions furnished for the use of examin- 
ing boards by the Adjutant General will be prepared from 
Army Regulations, General Orders, Circulars, Drill Regula- 
tions, and the following publications:

Mere 
cramming is not a desirable feature in the examination of 
mature and generally well-educated men. Boards should so 
eonduct examinations that the qualifications for promotion 
will be developed by the officer's ability to make practical 
application of all he has learned, rather than the committal to 
memory of equations and data, which he would, under ordi- 
nary conditions, obtain from books of reference. Correct 
understanding of theory is indispensable, but should in all 
cases be coupled with the ability to make practical application 
of the knowledge. The use an officer has made of his oppor- 
tunities in the past will be taken into consideration. To this 
end, whenever an officer is ordered for examination for promo- 
tion, the commanding officer under whom he is serving and 
the commanding officer of bis regiment shall, without further 
instructions, furnish to the examining board, in writing, any 
facts relating to any disqualification, through the failure of 
an officer to make proper use of his opportunities for per- 
fecting himself in his professional duties, or otherwise. 
Troop, battery and company commanders will report to com- 
manding officers any facts relating to lieutenants which, in 
their opinion, should be brought to the knowledge of examin- 
ing boards, Such reports will be thoroughly inquired into by 
examining boards and given due weight in determining upon 
the fitness of officers for promotion. In the absence of any 
detrimental reports from commanding officers, or from the 
records of the Adjutant General's office, all officers will be 
presumed to be of good character, and no testimonials or 
letters to that effect will be required, submitted to, or at- 
tached to the proceedings of examining boards. 

The proceedings of examining boards will be forwarded to 
the Adjutant General of the Army for the final action of the 
Secretary of War. 

Officers examined for promotion prior to January 1, 1898, 
may, if they so elect, be examined in the subjects and manner 
heretofore prescribed for their respective grades.

Two new orders of importance to the service are in 
preparation and will shortly be issued by the War De- 
partment. One of the orders will make changes in the 
regulations regarding salutes with cannon and funeral 
honors. In general they will be made to conform as 
closely as possible to the Navy Regulations on the sub- 


ject. The most important change will be the provision 
for a national salute of 21 guns on the arrival and de- 


yarture from a military post or its vicinity of an ex- 
*resident, a regulation which is not now ineluded in 
the provisions for Army salutes. The other order will 
make the apportionment of the two districts which shall 
take part in the cavalry competition this year under the 
new small arms firing regulations, and will fix its date 
which will probably be during the latter part of Sep- 
tember, or the first of October. 


In the Department of the Colorado the practice season 
with the small arms commenced on the Sth inst. All pre- 
scribed reports must be forwarded so as to reach Generai 
Otis not later than Sept. 30 next.° The department com- 
petition will be held during October. Place and date is 
to be announced later. One of the infantry battalions at 
Fort Logan and a cavalry troop will hold their practice 
at Colorado Springs, starting from Logan, July 8, and to 
complete the practice by Aug. 11. On Aug. 6 the com- 
manding officer is to send two companies of the 2d Bat- 
talion and the other cavalry troop to take up the march 
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for these target grounds, so as to reach there by the 
llth, when the entire force thus concentrated will en- 
gage in field maneuvers, and in unison with the State 
National Guard, should the State authorities desire it, 
during the following three days. 


NAVY NOTES. 

Secretary Long gave consideration on Tuesday to the 
question of awarding contracts for torpedo boats, bids for 
which were opened at the Navy Department some weeks 
ago. He was in consultation with a bourd, consisting of 
Comdr. Charles O'Neil, Chief of Bureau of Ordnance, 
Chief Naval Constructor Hichborn, and Hngineer-in- 
Chief Melville, to which the bids were referred for re- 
port and recommendation, As the result of this talk, it 
is understood that two vessels will be built of more 
than 300 tons displacement and one of either 249 tons 
or 260 tons. The Secretary announced to the board that 
he is desirous of awarding a contract for one of the 
vessels to a Pacific Coast firm. He was in doubt as to 
the meaning of Congress in regard to the distribution of 
the vessels in the matter of construction and has referred 
the law to the Judge Advocate General for opinion. This 
desire of the Secretary is due to the fact that the admin- 
istration wants to make the Pacific Squadron as strong 
as possible, believing that this is necessary in view ot 
the proposed annexation of the Hawaiian Islands. 
Only two firms located on the Pacific Coast entered the 
competition—the Union Iron Works and Wolff & Zwick- 
er Lron Works, of Portland, Ore. The bid of the former 
firm contemplated the construction of three vessels of 


* 330 tons at a cost of $245,250 each, and one vessel of 


284 tons at $225,000 or two vessels of the same displace- 
ment, $220,000 each. That of the firm of Wolff & 
Zwicker was one boat of 249 tons displacement for $214,- 
500, or two for $212,000 each. In case the Judge Advyo- 
cate General should hold that the act does not necessarily 
require the construction of one of the vessels on the 
Pacific Coast and that it is necessary for the Secretary 
to award the contract to the lowest bidder, then the 
Bath Iron Works will probably be awarded a contract 
for the construction of a vessel of 260 tons displacement. 
The contracts for the other two torpedo boats will be 
awarded, if the recommendation of the Board of Buree- 
Chiefs is accepted by the Department, to the Harlan & 
Hollingsworth Co., of Wilmington, Del., and the Cramp... 
Under its bid, the former firm will be required to supply 
the Government with a torpedo boat of 340 tons dis- 
placement at a cost of — The Cramps bid was 
$245,000 for a boat of the same size. 

Comdr, Charles O’ Neil, Chief of the Ordnance Bureau, 
will submit to Secretary Long for approval in a few 
days the revised specifications for the armor intended for 
the battleships Llinois, Alabama and Wisconsin. These 
specifications were prepared by Lieut. I. K. Seymour 
and Ensign Cleland Davis under Comdr. O’ Neil's imme- 
diate supervision and they have been so prepared that 
the Navy will, it is believed, secure better armor for 
$425 per ton than was obtained when more than $600 
per ton was paid for the material. Instead of firing at 
plates with ordinary armor-piercing projectiles, the new 
requirements permit the Department to use capped ar- 
mor-piercing projectiles if it be thought desirable. In 
addition the cracking shot is done away with and the 
two shots, which the specifications require to be fired, are 
given the same velocity. Comdr. O’Neil holds that the 
cracking shot has never been of service. The veloc.ty 
usually given a shell fired for testing the resistance of 
the plates with reference to cracks, was very low, for 
an 8-inch plate, for instance, fired at by an S-inch gun, 
being 1,290 feet per second. What is commonly known 
as the perforation shot when an 8-inch plate was undgr- 
going test and an S-inch gun being used, was given a 
velocity of 1,558 feet per second. The only result of 
the difference in velocities was to make the test of the 
pet less severe than they should be. In the test of an 

inch plate by an S-inch gun, it is proposed under the 
new specifications, to discharge two capped projectiles 
at the target with a velocity of 1,404 feet per second, 
and when uncapped projectiles are used, to fire them 
with a velocity of 1,564 feet per second. The new speci- 
fications require the use of a 4-inch gun in testing armor 
of 3 and 4 inches in thickness; a 5-inch gun, for armor 
of 4,5, 6 and 7 inches in thickness; a 6-inch gun for ar- 
mor5,6,7, 8, and 9 inches in thickness; an S-inch gun for 
armor 8, 9, 10, 11 and 12 inches in thickness; a 10-inch 
gun for armor 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15 and 16 inches in 
thickness; a 12-inch gun for armor 13, 14, 15, 16, 17 and 
18 inches in thickness, and 13-inch gun for armor 15, 16, 
17 and 18 inches in thickness. When armor of the same 
thickness is liable to test by two guns, the Department 
may choose either caliber. " 

Preparations are being made at the Navy Department 
for putting in effect the programme of maneuvers re- 
cently perfected a board which assembled at the Navy 
Department. Orders were issued to the battleship Iowa 
directing her to proceed from League Island, Pa., to 
Newport, R. I., where she will receive her torpedo tubes 
and torpedoes. It is expected at the Department that 
the battleship will leave not later than the 13th inst. En 
route, she will test her turrets and guns. The Depart- 
ment’s orders also contemplate the retention of this ves- 
sel at Newport until she is joined by the other vessels of 
the North Atlantic Squadron. Just as soon as Rear Ad- 
miral Sicard returns from his present practice cruise, he 
will be directed to proceed to Newport not later than 
Aug. 1. Newport is to be made the rendezvous for the 
ships. Some of the vessels attached to his squadron 
will, of course, have to be used in connection with the 
practice cruises of the Naval Reserve. Under the orders 
issued by the Department before the departure of Rear 
Admiral Sicard from Washington, he is authorized to 
collect his vessels as frequently as possible consistent 
with the proper instruction of the Naval Militia and to 
conduct maneuvers. It is not expected that much good 
will come from the observance of these orders because 
of the interruptions which are bound to occur. ‘Noth- 
ing of any consequence will therefore be done before 
Aug. 1. 


The Brooklyn, with Adml. Miller on board, will ar- 
rive at New York within a few days and the Admiral 
is expected to confer with Secretary Long in regard to 
his future duty. Because of the recent bereavement in 
his family and his possible desire to remain with Mrs. 
Miller, it is considered probable that Adml. Miller will 
make a request for shore duty. In such an event Rear 
Adml. E. O. Matthews will be assigned to the command 
of the Pacific Squadron. 


President McKinley on Thursday acted in the case of 
Comdr. Dennis W. Mullan, U. S. N., recently sentenced 
by court martial at Washington for dismissal for drunk- 
enness. His letter in reference to the case was as fol- 
lows: “The sentence in the foregoing case of Comdr. 
Dennis W. Mullan, U. S. N., is confirmed, but is miti- 
gated as follows: To be reduced in rank so that his 
name shall be placed at the foot of the list of command- 
ers in the Navy, and to be suspended from rank and duty 
on one-half of sea pay for a period of five years, during 
which time he shall retain his place at the foot of said 
list.—William MeKinley.” 

Comdr. Mullan was the ranking commander in the 
Navy.

RETIREMENT OF NON-COMMISSIONED 
OFFICERS. 

The following circular letter was issued by the War 
Department, A. G. O., July 7: 

Referring to a letter of the former Assistant Secretary 
of War—Doe—of Aug. 4, 1896 (copy inclosed), which 
was, perhaps inadvertently, forwarded by the War De- 
partment direct to all regimental commanders, the As- 
sistant Secretary of War instructs me to inform you 
that after careful examination he finds that the impres- 
sion upon which the letter was based is not sustained by 
the records of the Department. 

While it is true that the number of non-commissioned 
officers on the retired list is greater than the number of 
privates, it is also true that this state of affairs has not 
been brought about through any abnormal agency. But 
by promotion on account of long and faithful service, and 
selection for staff appointments on account of special 
training and ability, 410, or one-half of the total number 
of non-commissioned officers on the retired list have been 
retired from the staff departments of the Army. And it 
appears only reasonable that the other half should come, 
as they do, from the regimental organizations of the line. 
The only abnormal state of affairs (if any can be said to 
exist, arises from the fact that 335 enlisted men out of 
the total of over 1,200, should be retired as privates af- 
ter thirty years’ honest and faithful service. 

It_is well known that all private soldiers are not by 
nature entirely well fitted to be non-commissioned offi- 
cers, but at the same time, the duties required of them 
are more laborious, exposure is always greater, as, for 
instance, that of walking post as sentinel to the advance 
in line of battle, and if any should be rewarded by a 
slight promotion just before retirement after thirty years’ 
honest and faithful service in the Army, the private sol- 
dier should receive due consideration. The letter referred 
to is therefore withdrawn, and you will please notify reg- 
imental commanders accordingly. 

The letter withdrawn is as follows. 
Assistant Secretary Doe, Aug. 4, 1896: 

An examination of the records of the Department 
gives the impression that an abnormal number of non- 
commissioned officers, as compa with the number of 
privates, are placed upon the retired list, and an exami- 
nation of the dates of the appointment and promotion of 
retired non-commissioned officers tends very much to 
strengthen the idea that there is a growing tendency to 
promote enlisted men in view of their early retirement. 
Of course this should never be done. If an enlisted 
man is not fit to be a non-commissioned officer in active 
service, it is more than an impropriety to promote him 
shortly before the end of his thirty years’ service, for 
the purpose of enabling him to receive greater pay and 
allowances from the Government than he otherwise 
would. It is thonght that merely calling attention to 
this matter will be sufficient to prevent the practice re- 
ferred to, if there be any such,

A VISIT TO SANDY HOOK. 


The Secretary of War made a visit to Sandy Hook 
July 3, accompanied by a large party, and witnessed 
many interesting things there pertaining to the Ordnance 
Department of the Army. With him, of the Army, were 
Major General Merritt, General Ruggles, Adjutant Gen- 
eral; General Flagler, Chief of Ordnance, General Wil- 
son, Chief of Engineers; Colonel Corbin, Adjutant Gen- 
eral Department of the Bast; Colonel Ludington, Chief 
Quartermaster, Department of the Kast; Coionel Kim- 
ball, Depot (uartermaster, New York; Major Palege 
Ordnance Department; Captain Heath, Ordnance 
partment; Captain Carter, Corps of Engineers; Lieuten- 
ant Hale, A. D. C.; Lieutenant McKenna, ete. Secre- 
tary of the Interior Bliss and several other civilians were 
also of the party. On arrival at the Hook they were 
met by Captain Frank Heath, in charge of the Proving 
Grounds, and his assistants, Lieutenants Jameson and 
Montgomery. 

Many interesting tests were made, much to the satis- 
faction of the Secretary and party. Captain Crozier, 
0. D., by request of General Alger, described in detail 
the mechanism of the Buffington-Crozier disappearing 
gun carriage. General Wilson introduced him, saying: 
“Captain Crozier is as modest in his personal character 
as he is eminent in his profession.” The Captain ex- 
plained that the carriage had a rise of 9 feet, which 
would bring it over a parapet on a plane sloping down- 
ward, inside, at 7 degrees. The carriage had a compen- 
sating balance, or counter-weight, weighing 150,000 
pounds, which carries up the gun when the lever is 
pulled, 

its most interesting feature is the recoil. One of the 
otticers graphically described the velocity of the recoil as 
being equal to au engine and train of ten Pullman cars 
going at the rate of fifty miles brought to a stop in a 
space of four feet. The recoil of the gun is four feet, 
and it is taken up by cylinders on either side of the car- 
riage filled with a neutral oil, The piston that runs 
through it is pushed back as the gun recoils. The pis- 
ton head is perforated with slots, and through these 
slots work stationary bars, so graduated in size with ref- 
erence to the slots as to regulate the quantity of oil that 
may be forced through, and thus to regulate and dis- 
tribute the pressure, the first shock of the recoil being, 
of course, greatest, and the force lessening as the recoil 
is taken up. The party returned to New York late in the 
afternoon.

S.; Captain A. T. Mahan, U. S. N.; Mr. H. W. Wilson, 
Mr. Theodore Roosevelt, Mr. E. Fraser, etc. The work 
will contain twenty-five full plate photogravures, and 
hundreds of full-page and other illustrations, maps, 
charts, ete., and will be published in five handsome royal 
Svo. volumes at $6.50 each. Vol. I will be issued imme- 
diately, and the other volumes at intervals of about six 
months. Each volume will be complete in itself with an 
index. ‘The publishers in their preface, say: ‘Hitherto 
there has been no complete history of the Royal Navy 
of Great Britain. James’s History covers only the period 
between 1793 and 1827. Brenton’s also deals only with 
an episode. Burchett’s History ceases with the year 
1712. Lediard’s History carries the story no further 
than 1734. Campbell’s History was written in the last 
century. Nicolas’s History, unfortunately interrupted by 
the death of the author, had reached but the year 1422 
when it came to an untimely end. As for the naval 
events of the past sixty years, they are still practically 
without a chronicler. Nor have any of these histories, 
except Nicolas’s attempted to deal in a systematic way 
with the material and personal development of the ser- 
vice. They confine themselves almost exclusively to the 
parration of naval actions. And the Histories of Schom- 
berg, Hervey, Yonge, Davenport-Adams, and others, can- 
not be recognized as trustworthy works of reference. 
Moreover, no British naval history extant is thoroughly 
well illustrated with portraits, maps, plans,.and pictures 
taken from contemporary and authentic sources. Recog- 
nizing that naval history is not merely a record of sea- 
fights, these volumes devote no less attention to the story 
of the development of naval! administration and material 
than to the chronicles of warlike operations afloat. The 
social life of the Navy is also fully dealt with. Many 
sources of information which have not hitherto been 
properly explored have been laid under contribution; and 
voluminous references to these will be found in the foot 
notes, where also have been placed some thousands of 
brief biographical sketches and miscellaneous illustrative 
extracts from the works of previous writers. British ex- 
ploration and discovery have been in all ages closely as- 
sociated with the Navy that it has been deemed expedi- 
ent to devote a large amount of space to them. The later 
chapters contain copious accounts of the evolution of 
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modern ships, engines, boilers, guns, small arms, armor 
and torpedoes, as well as records of those numerous small 
operations of the last three-quarters of the present cen- 
tury, of which no history as yet exists. Many of these 
are by eye-witnesses and participants, who have courte- 
ously placed notes and sketches, made upon the spot, at 
Mr, Laird Clowes’ disposal.

James Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishop of Baltimore, au- 
thor of “The Faith of Our Fathers,” and “Our Christian 
Heritage,” has gathered into a volume, published by 
John Murphy & Co., Baltimore, a series of religious es 
says, under the title of “The Ambassador of Christ.” 
Their text is found in the initial statement of the volume 
that “a pious, learned and zealous priesthood is the glory 
of the Church of God.” It is to the pious zeal of the 
Catholic priesthood that the Church of Rome owes its 
marvelous growth in this country, and it is the high pur 
pose of this venerable prelate to still further promote this 
piety and to stimulate this zeal. With just judgment 
he declares that “Americans are fundamentally a religi 
ous people. They who characterize them as a nation so 
absorbed in trade and commerce, in agriculture and poli 
tics, as to give scarcely a thought to eternal truths, judge 
them not correctly.” This is proven, as the Cardinal 
might have shown, by the fact that without taxes or 
tithings, without interference from the State in behalf of 
religious worship, Americans yearly contribute of their 
earnings not less than seventy millions of dollars to the 
support of religious worship. Whatever a man’s creed, 
the fact that he is a worshiper before some altar is with 
Americans a title to respect and confidence. As it is right 
and proper that he should, Cardinal Gibbons makes a 
strong plea in this volume on behalf of the church of his 
affections. ‘She is,” he declares, “eminently the church 
of the people. She exercises a wholesome influence on 
the masses. While always in sympathy with genuine 
progress, and the lawful aspiration of the toiling millions, 
she knows how to curb their excesses. She appeals to 
their enlightened self-interest and moral sense, and she 
endeavors to control them by religious sanctions.”

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PORT ROYAL DRY DOCK. 
It is satisfactory to know that the United States is 
slowly but surely taking its place among the naval pow- 
ers of the world. While we have not as many vessels 
is some European powers, what is lacking in numbers 
is more than compensated for in beauty, strength and 
eliciency. Our battleships, for instance, have attracted 
great attention abroad, and more than favorable criti- 
dsm from some of the best authorities in the world. 
But to build a navy is one thing and to keep it another; 
every vessel that sails the ocean must, if its life is to be 
prolonged and its usefulness remain intact, receive the 
most careful attention; more especially is this true as 
rgards vessels of war, whose fittings and appurtenances 
re far more intricate and complicated than those of the 
merchant marine, because of the special purpose for which 
esigned. To this end navy yards and naval stations are 
‘tablished and equipped not only with shops for repair 
work, but with dry docks where the vessel may be taken 
from the water and her hull thoroughly cleaned, in- 





weted, painted and repaired. Before the era of the 
New Navy,” which began in 1883, the dry docks at the 
everal yards and stations were adequate for all pur- 


uses of the Navy, but with the advent of such stupen- 
os engines of war as our present battleships, the docks 
ready built proved totally insufficient. It was neces- 
uty, therefore, if such ships were to be constructed that 
ry docks large enough and located at such places that 
uld prove convenient, with a sufficient depth of water 
tnt to accommodate them, should be built. 
In looking around for a site, one that seemed most 
able was selected at Port Royal, S. C., and there a 
rge dry dock has within a few years been completed, 
ider the supervision of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, 
hich bureau has exclusive control of such work, and is 
‘sponsible for any errors in construction. This station 
iufortunately has not as yet been fully equipped, but 
lere is in course of construction by the Bureau of 
lerds and Docks a machine shop, and it will be seen that 
me friendly interest is envinced toward this station by 
te Bureau of Construction and Repair when it is known 
hat this bureau is about to furnish this station with 
),000 worth of tools as well as a 60-foot launch and a 
-ton steel tugboat, the launch being built at Norfolk 
‘avy Yard, and the tug at the Navy Yard, New York. 
‘ith this equipment it was confidently expected that 
his station would be in condition for docking vessels of 
te largest type. In this expectation it would seem that 
* Department is to be disappointed, not on account of 
he location of the station, but because of erratic tides. 
lt will reeur to the reader that in March, 1896, when 
* Department desired to test the dock at this station 
‘battleship Indiana was sent there at great expense to 
docked. She arrived in front of the station March 
h, but on account of the depth of water over the sill of 
dock, was unable to get in until the 27th of the 
le month, a delay of twelve days, and after having 
hived the necessary cleaning and painting, several 
s elapsed before there was sufficient water over the 
of the dock to float her out. This may seem pe- 


culiar to a landsman, who is unfamiliar with the great: 
risk and responsibility of docking a 10,300 ton ship draw- 
ing 24 feet 6 inches of water when a depth of 25 feet 3 
inches was reported at the dock. If, however, he will 
inspect a dry dock when the water is out and notice that 
the sill at the gate of the dock is several inches above 
the bottom of the dock and also that the blocking upon 
which the ship rests when docked is still several inches 
above the sill, not less than 6 inches, he will see that a 
vessel drawing 24 feet 6 inches of water would require 
26 feet of water in order to be docked without risk. The 
times at which this depth of water can be obtained at 
Port Royal occurs only in certain months. Of course a 
vessel might go into the dock on a 26-foot tide on the day 
of her arrival, then again she might have to wait several 
days, as was the case of the Indiana in 1896. 

The average depth of water over the sill of the Port 
Royal dock for the month of June, 1896, was 25 feet 
4 inches, in July 24 feet 11 inches, and in May, 1897, 25 
feet 7 inches, and while a ship may be designed for a 
normal draft of 24 feet, yet when equipped ready for sea 
will draw from 6 to 12 inches more, which would ne- 
cessitate removing from the vessel a vast amount of ma- 
terial in order to dock her, and thus in case of war, when 
docks would be most needed, might prove very embar- 
rassing. 

It is believed that Port Royal will prove itself a. val- 
uable station to the Navy, and it is with no unfriendly 
spirit that ships of the largest class are not sent there 
to be docked, for it is far better for the station to still 
retain the good name she now has than to risk condem- 
nation through injury to a $5,000,000 ship, for which the 
dock is not designed, and the tide insufficient and er- 
ratic,

TORPEDO BOAT POLICY. 


The last quarterly number of the proceedings of the 
U. 8S. Naval Institute contain the prize essay for 1897 
en “Torpedo Boat Policy,” by Lieutenant R. C. Smith, 
U. S. N., with the discussion on it by Lieutenants F. W. 
Eberle, H. O. Rittenhouse and A. P. Niblach, Ensign 
R. H. Jackson, Lieutenant Commanders J. C. Wilson 
and Richard Wainwright, Assistant Naval Constructor 
R. B. Dashiell, William J. Baxter and H. G. Gillmor, 
all of the U. S. Navy, and William Laird Clowes. Lieu- 
tenant J. M. Ellicott, U. S. N., answers some of the crit- 
icisms upon his essay on the composition of the fleet, 
published in a previous number. ist Lieutenant Charles 
H,. Lauchheimer, U. S. M. C., has an article on naval 
law and naval courts, and Professor P. R. Alger, U. 8. 
N., one on improvements in ordnance and armor in the 
recent past and future. 

In his prize essay, Lieutenant Smith assumes very 
properly that there can be no reasonable doubt as to the 
desirableness of increasing materially the torpedo flo- 
tilla, and that the question to be discussed is as to the 
characteristics of its components. He presents a clear 
and comprehensive history of the development of the 
torpedo boat and well considered suggestions and opin- 
ions as to their uses. 

The discussion shows a general concurrence in his 
opinions on the part of those who took part in it. Lieu- 
tenant Eberle dissents from his opinion that battleships 
should be fitted with torpedo tubes, and considers that 
torpedoes are out of place in armored cruisers and 
cruiser scouts. Mr. Clowes thinks that the essayists 
give too much importance to the ram and too little to 
a modified Polyphemus or Katahdin. Mr. Clowes thinks 
that the torpedo boat, as at present built, is a risky and 
expensive craft. He thinks that the torpedo boat of the 
future is a modified Polyphemus, with a speed of 18 or 
19 knots, with twin screws, light guns, no ram, with two 
submerged tubes on each broadside. Such a vessel would 
be almost impervious to gun fire, would be deadly to 
anything within 520 yards of her, would use her guns 
only to keep off and disable other torpedo craft, and with 
all of them out of action would still be offensively as 
formidable as ever. 
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The “Military Gazette,” published in Chicago, in an 
editorial entitled “The Reason of It,” claims that the 
removal of the headquarters of the 3d Cavalry from Jef- 
ferson Barracks, was largely due to the unnecessary 
“roasting” the St. Louis papers gave the garrison and its 
officers. The papers were daily filled with items of a per- 
sonal nature, which, while they may have emanated from 
young reporters, had the sanction of the managers by 
their publication. Everything written was forced and 
distorted and the papers ran on a basis of supplying gos- 
sip and senseless talk to pander to the minds of the 
masses. It is not believed that the best people of St. 
Louis approved of these methods, but they were in the 
minority. Only a few years ago, Gen. Sherman said the 
garrison ought to be removed, owing to the slanderous 
attacks by the newspapers. It is not to be wondered 
then that the publications were disagreeable, and more 
agreeable surroundings sought by those thus annoyed— 
by false representations. The Army is willing to be 
criticised justly and fair criticism may have a good ef- 
fect, but for the daily journals to inject venom into their 
columns will not only make the city unpopular, but it 
will encourage the lawless to acts of violence. It is 
for the protection of well disposed citizens and the main- 
tenance of law and order, troops are placed near cities. 
When newspapers without reason attack troops of the 
United States they give encouragement to the unruly and 
ill-disposed.

It is entitled “The Liver 
of Dyspepties,” and particularly the Cirrhosis produced 
by Anto-intoxication of Gastro-intestinal origin. (Olin- 
ical, Anatomo-pathological, Pathogenic and Experiment- 
al Study.)” It has been customary to attribute cirrhosis 
to the use of intoxicating liquors, but Dr. Boix tells us 
in his introduction that cases of hyper-trophied and an- 
trophied livers are daily being reported which cannot be 
attributed to the use of alcohol, as the patient did not 
drink it in any form, and there is now a decided reaction 
against, considering alcohol as the only active agent in 
the production of cirrhosis of the liver. Alcohol is one 
of the causes but there are other causes for the disease, 
and among them the dyspeptic liver treated of in this 
volume. When the alimentary poisons that traverse the 
liver are generated in too great quantities, that useful 
organ may fail in its task of protecting the organism 
against them and itself succumb to poisonous influence, 
A simple congestion of the liver of greater or less dura- 
tion or a permanent diseased condition may result from 
dyspeptic derangement. The temporary condition is 
hepatic congestion and the permanent 
as dyspeptic cirrhosis. This last condition is 
distinguished from cancer of the liver by its long dura- 
tion, ten years or more, and from a large lithiasic liver 
by the absence of the icterus and from the enlarged al- 
coholie liver with which we will ordinarily find a large 
spleen and very soon ascites and enlargement of the sub- 
cutaneous abdominal veins. Curative treatment should 
be addressed to the digestive functions. Intestinal eanti- 
sepsis will be of very great assistance and will give very 
satisfactory results, especially in the congestive forms,

We have received an interesting illustrated sketch of 
George Wallace Melville, Engineer-in-Chief, U. 8. N., by 
Mr. Ledyard Cathcart, reprinted from Cassier’s maga- 
zine. Three excellent likenesses accompany the article. 
James Melville, a Scotchman from Stirling, who 
landed in New York City in 1804, was the grandfather 
of our Melville. The father, Alexander Melville, was 
educated in the Scottish University of St. Andrew's, be- 
came a successful professional chemist, was widely 
known and liked, was a power in the politics of his day, 
filling during our Civil War to the full the measure of 
patriotism, giving three sons to the service of the gov- 
ernment and raising and equipping a company of volun- 
teers. The father—Big Sandy” as he was called—was 
6 feet 6 inches tall; one son was 6 feet 4; another 6 feet 
2, and George, the oldest, was but a shade under 6 feet. 
Of the Engineer-in-Chief, Mr. Cathcart says: “Melville 
would command attention in any assemblage. He is but 
a shade under six feet in height, with an erect and stal- 
wart frame, inherited from a long line of Caledonian for- 
bears. He has a massive head with hair and beard 
grown white in active service. His eyes are blue and his 
complexion fair. His face, in repose, is grave and stern, 
an expression which is, however, but the mask of a warm 
and cordial nature. A story of him, current in Washing- 
ton, shows, to some extent, the effect of his picturesque 
personality. He passed, in his daily walk there, during 
the warm summer days, a famous art school. As, day 
after day, there went slowly by, on the shady side, the 
powerful figure—hat in hand and lost in thought, with 
drooped head and white hair floating—the girl students 
opposite noted it all with artistic eyes, and the silent of- 
ficer, all unaware, was made to serve as model for their 
studies of King Lear. In speech, the Bngineer-in-Chief 
is quick and decisive, and his purpose, once formed, is 
seldom changed. He is reticent as to his own deeds, but 
ready and kindly in his acknowledgment of the achieve- 
ment of others. While quick and stern in resenting a 
wrong, he is, in friendly intercourse, as John Knox 
said of the Melville of the old time, ‘a man of nature 
most gentle and most modest;’ and his steadfast charac- 
ter answers to the full that test which some one has pre- 
scribed that ‘a man’s worth is measured by the duration 
of his friendships.’ ”

In his paper.on the battle of Shiloh, to which we have 
before referred, Lieutenant Colonel Tully, of the English 
service, calls attention to the fact that this was the first 
real big and heavily contested battle of the war, and the 
first in which both Confederates and Northerners had 
tought to the death; the Confederates ultimately being 
overpowered, as much by superior numbers as by hard 
fighting, after having on the first day secured what they 
justly considered a victory. Colonel Tully remarked 
upon the extraordinary diversity of the statements to be 
found in the books of different writers on most military 
matters, especially as to this battle, as to hours, dates, 
names, and places. He had endeavored to disentangle 
this somewhat raveled web which surrounded, and may 
still surround, the battle of Shiloh; and he begged his 
Volunteer brethren to take to heart the lesson of this 
and many another sanguinary battle fought in the Civil 
War—and that was that although generals might know 
their work and know what they wanted to do, and 
though men might be brave, unless the chain of succes- 
sively responsible officers were kept intact and in full 
efficiency, confusion and disaster were bound to resuit. 
Beauregard most pitifully complained in his Memoirs 
of his unsuccessful appeals to Richmond for efficient 
officers capable of acting as Colonels, and also for engi- 
neers, to which appeals a deaf ear was turned. But the 
conduct of the War Office at Richmond was consistently 
foolish, not merely in this matter, but in almost every- 
thing else, and nothing but the splendid individual hero- 
ism of the Southern mab prevented the war being fin- 
ished in half the time.

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THE TRAGEDY ON THE INDIANA. 

The court of inquiry which investigated the killing 
of Master-at-Arms T. J. Kenny, by Seaman P. F. Car- 
ter, on board the Indiana, on Thursday of last week 
found that the murder was premeditated. The court 
was composed of Lieut. Comdr. J. R. Selfridge, Surg. 
N. M. Ferebee, Lieut. Simon Cook and 2d Lieut. W. C. 
Dawson. According to the report received at the De- 
partment, Kenny, after supper, seated himself on the 
life line running around the side of the ship, and en- 
gaged in conversation with another member of the In- 
diana’s crew. Carter, immediately after the meal had 
been finished, placed a bayonet knife in the bosom of his 
shirt. He sneaked up behind Kenny and stabbed him in 
the left shoulder. Kenny grappled with his assailant, 
but the men were separated by some of their companions. 
The wounded man was removed to the dispensary, where 
he died ten minutes later from internal hemorrhage. It 
has been alleged that Carter was drunk at the time. The 
court fully investigated this point. It found, however. 
that Carter was not intoxicated, but that his act in mur- 
dering Kenny was caused by an order issued by the 
Master-at-Arms some time before directing him to do 
some work on board ship to which the seaman objected, 
Carter has been turned over to the civil authorities for 
trial. Officers on duty at the Department say that if 
the murder had been committed on a ship in foreign 
waters, Carter would have been immediately court-mar- 
tialed and hanged at the yard arm inside of forty-eight 
hours. Under the condition of business in the New York 
courts, they do not expect that Carter will be punishel 
before the expiration of a year. According to the records 
of the Department, Carter was born in Boston in March, 
1870. He has no relatives. Kenny is described as hav- 
ing had a splendid record. He was enlisted at the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard. He.requested to be enlisted as a coal 
wasser, but the officer enlisting him was so impresse1 
= his appearance that he told him he would put him in 
a better position than his application called for. Imme- 
diately after he entered the service he was made a Mas- 
ter-at-Arms, 3d class.

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ORDNANCE EXPERIMENTS AT INDIAN HEAD. 
The experiment made at the Indian Head Proving 
Grounds last week proves conclusively, in the judgment 
of ordnance experts, that no practical results can be ob- 
tained by the Gathmann system of firing high explosives 
or by any method the object of which is to discharge an 
explosive just outside a ship. In the most recent test 
a Gathmann shell containing 300 Ibs. of wet gun cot- 
ton Was suspended horizontally against a heavy armor 
plate 17 inches thick at the top and sloping to 12 inches. 
The charge was fired by electricity. The only effect of 
the explosion on the plate was to fuse its face the whole 
length of the shell to a maximum depth of five-eighths of 
aun inch, No cracks were developed. The plate had been 
pierced with two shells near the fused surface; yet the 
explosion caused no change in their appearance. 

ln order to ascertain the effect of the explosion of this 
amount of gun cotton on life, the ordnance officia:s at 
the Proving Grounds had placed a chicken immediate y 
in the rear of the plate, another in a cofferdam fifteen 
feet distant and a third in a cofferdam thirty feet in 
front of the structure. The first chicken was uninjured 
and hopped away immediately after it had been released. 
Chicken No. 2 was killed by the concussion. The th:rd 
fowl was found to be uninjured. 

Comdr. Charles O'Neil, Chief of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance, speaking of the test, says that it indicated that 
the effect of an untamped charge of large dimensions is 
very slight. It will be recalled that by direction of 
Comdr. O’ Neil, a Gathmann shell loaded with 315 lbs. of 
gun cotton was placed on the ground between two piates 
fifty feet distant from each other at the Indian Head 
Proving Grounds and that the only result of the ex- 
plosion was to make a crater in the earth. Mr. Gath- 
mann claims that if his shell strikes near a ship the 
force of the explosion will drive the plates in and sink 
her. From the experiments made at the Proving 
Grounds, it is evident that this claim cannot be sub- 
stantiated. The officials say that if a shell were to 
strike the water before it exploded, the effect on a ship 
might be disastrous. It is possible that another experi- 
ment will be made to determine this point. 

Upon the showing made by the Maxim one-pounder 
gun at the Indian Head Proving Grounds, the Navy De. 
yartment is making preparations for the manufaciure of 
tr of its type at the Washington Gun Foundry. The 
gun was tested for speed, being required by the contract 
to fire between 150 and 200 shells per minute. It made 
more than the latter number. Experiments will be bo- 
gun next week with the Maxim semi-automatic six- 
under in competition with a service six-pounder. The 
Maxim gun was fired a few days ago for speed, making 
2? shots in 44 seconds, The service gun fired an equal 
number of shots in 60 seconds.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The British cruiser Curlew took part in_ the 
Fourth of July celebration at Calais. A portion of the 
Maine militia and the-people of Calais joined hands 
with the people of St. Stephens, opposite Calais, on Jub- 
ilee Day, and this is a return for the courtesy. 

Germany has increased her naval expenditures 527 per 
cent. since 1872. For this year ,000, has been 
granted by the Reichstag and $2,250,000 more is asked 
for by the Admiralty. 

A board of engineers, of which Chief Engr. Stacey 
Potts, of the Detroit, is president, has been appointed by 
Commo. Bunce to investigate the cause of the collapse 
of two crown sheets of the furnace of one of the boilers 
of the Puritan at the Navy Yard. The boilers were in- 
spected two weeks ago, and they were found to be all 
right. 

The Deputy Mayor and Sheriffs of Southampton, ac- 
companied by the U. S. Consul at that port, paid an offi- 
cial visit to the U. S. cruiser Brooklyn on July 2. They 
were received by Rear Adml. J. N. Miller and his staff, 
were entertained at luncheon and toasted the President 
of the United States and Queen Victoria. As the party 
left the Brooklyn fired a salute of twenty-one guns. The 
cruiser sailed July 3 for home at 10 o’clock, bearing the 
body of Adml. Miller’s daughter. While the Brooklyn 
was at Southampton, Sir William White, Great Britain’s 
greatest naval constructor, was shown over the ship, and 
examined everything with the greatest interest. He was 
especially complimentary of all the arrangements con- 
nected with the guns and for the protection of the en- 
gines. 

The Raleigh, which but recently arrived on the Eu- 
ropean Station, is not ‘to be ordered home for the pres- 
ent. Seeretary Long states that the report from Smyrna, 
Syria, that her departure for Tangier is interpreted 
abroad as signifying that she is to return to the United 
States, is without foundation. The Department has no 
intention at present of ordering home any more ships of 
Adml. Selfridge’s squadron. 

About 120 naval officers have addressed a series of res- 
olution to the Committee on Site for the Soldiers and 
Sailors’ Monument, requesting that the monument be 
placed at Riverside Drive and 72d street, in order that 
it may be seen by the naval branch of the service. The 
monument was provided for by the Legislature of 1893, 
which appropriated $250,000 for it. 

The torpedo boat Dupont was tried July 6 under two 
boilers, developing a speed of twenty-seven knots, which 
is just below what her contract requires. The steam 
pressure was 180 pounds, just one-third her boiler power, 
and with this pressure she made 360 revolutions, her 
maximum being 400. The builders expect the Dupont to 
make better speed than the Porter. In a trial on July 
7 the Dupont made 30.83 knots with steam at 225 pounds 
and 420 revolutions. At times steam was carried at 250 
pounds. When it is remembered that the Porter on her 
official trial averaged 339 revolutions for two hours’ run, 
and the corresponding speed was 28.68 knots, it will be 
seen that the speed of the Dupont was—the screw being 
of the same pitch—30.83 knots.

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MIDNIGHT BEAT TO QUARTERS. 


Lieut. Con Marrast Perkins, of the United States Ma- 
rine Corps, contributes an article on “The Last of the 
Drums” to the July “St. Nicholas.” The author laments 
the gradual passing of the drum from use in the army 
and navy. He gives the following account of a frequent 
incident on a man-of-war, showing the use that is made 
of the drum: 

he ship is lying at anchor in a distant port; it is 
night, and nothing is heard but the tramp of the sentry 
on the forecastle and the ripple of water at the gangway. 

Only the officer of the deck, the quartermaster, and 
the guard are awake. The entire crew are below decks 
and dreaming in their hammocks. ' 

The cabin door opens, and the captain steps forth 
softly, fully dressed, and wearing his sword and re- 
volver. He speaks in a low tone to the officer of the 
deck, who sends an orderly forward with a message. In 
a moment the orderly returns, bringing with him the 
drummer, who stands silently at the mast, drumsticks in 
hand, watching the commander. 

“Wight bells’ —midnight—is struck. At a silent signal 
from the commanding officer, the drummer poises his 
sticks an instant, then sounds the long roll, or “alarm,” 
which is at once followed by the quick beat to general 
quarters. 

Instantly the scene changes to one of, apparently, the 
utmost confusion. Four hundred men iene from their 
hammocks; pooee a few turns of the lashings around 
them, they throw them into their “nettings,” then spring 
to their stations at the batteries, and cast loose the 
guns, 

A moment more, and a bright flash and roar from the 
forecastie pivot gun bursts upon the stillness and gloom 
of the night, followed quickly by the broadside battery. 

Each gun is fired once, a blank charge, but enough to 
show that the gun is in good order and ready for serv- 
ice. 

As suddenly the pandemonium subsides; confusion 
gives place to silence and order, and not a sound is heard; 
but the battle lanterns flashing along the crowded deck 
reveal the well-disciplined crew standing at their quar- 
ters, every man equipped with cutlass and pistol, silent 
and alert. Sponges, rammers, supply-boxes, and battle- 
axes litter the deck; everything is provided and ready 
as for action; while the captain, accompanied by the ex- 
ecutive officer (the Ist lieutenant), with an orderly bear- 
ing a lantern, makes a thorough inspection fore and aft 
and below, including the powder division, magazines, and 
shell rooms, to see that nothing is lacking which would 
be required in real action. 

At the touch of the drum the ship has been changed 
from deathlike stillness to readiness for battle, every 
officer and man at his station, armed, silent, expectant— 
and all in less than three minutes!

ARMY EQUIPMENTS FOR MILITIA. 


Circular War Department, July 1, 1897, pub- 
lishes the act of Congress, a. section 1661, 
Revised Statutes, making an annual ger ye to pro- 
vide arms and equipments for the militia, and the latest 
regulations which have been made by the President and 
the Secretary of War, respecting the distribution of the 
arms and equipments therein provided for. 

This bill increases the annual appropriations to $400,- 
000, each State to receive the proportion indicated by 
its representatives in the two Houses of Congress, pro- 
vided it has at least 100 regularly organized and uni- 
formed active militia for each one of them. The arms, ete. 
are to remain the property of the United States, are to 
be accounted for annually, and when unserviceable are 
to be condemned by a board of militia officers and dis- 
posed of under the directions of the Secretary of War. 
The Secretary directs that the appropriation be distrib- 
uted among the States as follows:

The regulations established by the War Department 
direct that proper credits be given the States for the 
several amounts due them and the arms, etc., issued 
on the requisitions of the governors in such order. as it 
shall determine. They will receive proper blanks for ac- 
counting and necessary instructions for the safe-keeping, 
ete., of the property. ee. 

The proceedings of the board of officers of the militia 
will show in detail opposite each article on the inspection 
report, in what respect the property is unserviceable or 
unsuitable, and will also indicate in each case the dispo- 
sition recommended by the board of inspection; and 
should the board recommend sale of the property. the 
recommendation will state whether by auction or by in- 
viting bids from dealers or others likely to purchase such 
articles, stating reasons; and in the case of any public 
property rendered unserviceable through causes other 
than the ordinary incidents of service, the board will in- 
vestigate and report the causes and recommend to the 
Secretary of War the necessary action as to personal re- 
sponsibility for the damages in each case. 

The order of the Secretary of War directing a sale of 
condemned property will indicate the method of adver- 
tisement, which will generally be by means of circulars 
posted in public places and sent by mail to dealers and 
others likely to purchase, but if advertisements in news- 
papers is indicated, the provisions of A. R. 501-507 apply 
and request for special authority to advertise must be 
made upon prescri forms, designating the newspapers 
in which advertisement is desired. 

The proceeds of the sale of the condemned property 
will be turned into the Treasury of the United States. 

Immediately after a sale of condemned property, an 
itemized report will be made by the Governor to the Chief 
of the Bureau to which the property pertains. 

This circular also publishes the act of ponepess author- 
izing the Secretary of War to issue Springfield rifles to 
each State and Territory for the National Guards there- 
of, in exchange for other rifles now held.

The 12th has improved 
in drill and discipline, and has gained considerably in 
numbers since its last visit to camp, two years ago. There 
is also a change of administration, Col. Butt, in Novem- 
ber last, succeeding Col. Heman Dowd, resigned. Sev- 
eral other changes have occurred within the past year 
or two in the field, staff and line. Seven hundred and 
fifty-six were present, a percentage of 96.67—an excel- 
lent showing. Every officer but one, Lieut. Amory, of Co. 
B, who was laid up with pulmonary trouble, accompanied 
the regiment to camp. Maj. Stacpole had 312 officers 
and enlisted men present, or 85.71 per cent., all officers 
being present excepting Lieut. Col. Fitch, who has made 
application for retirement. ; 

‘rhe work of both organizations generally during. the 
week was very creditable, the 12th Regiment especially 
deserving commendation for the earnest, intelligent and 
painstaking manner in which all field duties were per- 
formed while the ceremonial work of the regiment also 
was a matter of agreeable surprise to the officers at 
the post. Like all other organizations, the 12th has its 
wea ints. Those most perceptible were the lack of 
individual instruction, and in the ‘‘school of the com- 
pany” officers as well as enlisted men were somewhat 
deficient. ‘The extended order work was very good, and 
the battalion drills, both inspectors agree, were better 
than those of the 7th. Much steadiness was displayed in 
the ranks on all occasions, and there was little or no 
talking. The regimental drill on Thursday, under com- 
mand of Col. Butt, was very good. Col. John C. Bates, 
U. 8. A., rode beside Col. Butt during the drill and ren- 
dered material assistance to the latter. Friday’s regi- 
mental drill, under command of Lieut. Col. Leonard was 
not nearly so good. Lieut. Col. Leonard had no assist- 
ance or advice and seemed anxious to be let alone. As 
a result many errors made were unnoticed, and the mis- 
takes of the previous day, in many instances, were re- 
peated. At the early morning drill on Saturday blank 
cartridges were used for the first and only time, and 
Battalion Cos. C and D, Capts. Charles J. Seiter and 
Bleeker S. Barnard, respectively commanding, left camp 
for instruction in advance and rear guard duty on Fri- 
day afternoon, and were caught in a heavy rain storm 
and drenched to the skin before they returned. 

Guard duty was often slovenly performed by members 
of both organizations, and as late as Friday night sen- 
tries in challenging made as many mistakes as though 
they had received no instruction whatever. There was 
considerable “‘loafing’’ on post, and salute to officers were 
as a rule poorly rendered. There was not a single day 
that the guard tent was free from prisoners. There 
was comparatively little drinking, and in only a few in- 
stances were men found absolutely drunk. The health 
of the men generally was good, and the company streets 
were kept in good condition. ‘The quarters of Co. D, of 
the 12th were generally models of neatness and an ex- 
ample for the rest of the camp. 

To sum up, marked improvement can be made by the 
12th in the “school of the soldier” and the “school of 
the company,” also in guard duty. With a little patient 
and conscientious work the regiment will be an excel- 
lent one. Its officers and enlisted men are hard workers. 
‘The officers, who are zealous and efficient, are trying hard 
to build up the organization, and are bound to succeed if 
proper support and encouragement is given them. 

Uetectunasate, however, there are already signs of 
trouble ahead for Col. Butt, owing, it is claimed, to his 
harsh and arrogant methods of dealing with officers and 
men. Two line officers, it is understood, have tendered 
their resignations, and a third has intimated an inten- 
tion of so doing. The resignation of Capt. Barnard, of 
Co. D, has been in the beats of the Colonel for a month 
or more, with a request that it be forwarded after the 
return of the regiment from camp. Capt. John R. Blake, 
of Co. K, has announced his intention of severing his 
connection with the command, and Lieut. Houston, it is 
said, will do the same. 

Col. Butt is pugnacious. He shows a contemptuous 
disregard for officers and enlisted men alike. His language 
in speaking to or of members of his command, as a rule, 
is far from choice. It is much more forcible than ele- 
gant. He cannot command respect if he does not him- 
self set the example. His liberal use of profanity is 
inexcusable. The code prohibits it, and makes it a pun- 
ishable offense. In active service such language would 
be resented in a summary manner. The language of the 
men in speaking of their Colonel is just as forcible. 

The battalion was handicapped early in the week by 
the illness of Maj. Stacpole, who was under the doctor’s 
care from Monday afternoon until Saturday. Capt. Den- 
nison, who then assumed temporary command of the bat- 
talion, is a capable officer, but was not thoroughly pre- 
pared for such an emergency. The work of the battal- 
ion generally, like that of the regiment, was good, in 
closed order at least. The extended order work lacked 
vim and snap, but showed marked improvement before 
the close of the tour. The ceremonial work of the bat- 
talion was very satisfactory and very creditable. 

The battalion left camp at 2.15 last Saturday, and the 
regiment half an hour later, giving place to the 71st Reg- 
iment, New York, Col. Francis V. Greene commanding, 
and the 6th, 11th, 31st and 40th Separate Companies, of 
Troy, Mount Vernon, Mohawk and Ogdensburg, respec- 
tively, the latter forming the first provisional battalion, 
under command of Capt. Wait H. Stillman, of the 6th, 
in which company Adjt. Gen. Tillinghast was formerly 
a Lieutenant. The 7ist Regiment, on entering camp, 
found fault with the condition of some of the quarters 
vacated by members of the 12th, and particularly with 
regard to the filth displayed in some of the sentry boxes, 
and complained to “headquarters,” as did Col. Butt of 
his predecessors in camp. 

Maj. Stacpole resumed the duties of Post Adjutant 
with the a of troops last Saturday, relieving Adjt. 
Hart, of the 22d Regiment.

STATE TROOPS IN THE SERVICE OF THE UNITED STATES. 

Brig. Gen. Selden Connor, Adjt. Gen. of Maine, whose 
functions also include those of Q. M. General and Pay- 
master General, has issued a very neat and interesting 
annual report for the year 1896, which shows great care 
in preparation. In the report Gen. Connor goes to con- 
siderable length on the subject of State troops being 
called into the service of the United States—a matter 
of the greatest importance to all Nationai Guardsmen, 
as well as to the Federal Government. Gen. Connor, 
upon this subject, says: 

“Among the questions required by the War Depart- 
ment to be answered by the United States inspecting 
officers assigned to duty with State troops is this: ‘Do 
State laws provide for State troops being called into 
service of the United States?’ This interrogatory pre- 
sumably refers to the active organized militia or Na- 
tional Guard, and not to the enrolled militia. While | 
have no question that the National Guard of the State 
of Maine would respond with alacrity to any call for 
service, it may be somewhat doubtful whether, under 
Section 7, Article 5, Part 1, of the constitution, it would 
be compelled to obey an order to march out of the State. 
There ought not to be any doubt upon this point. An 
occasion may arise when it will be of great importance 
that the country shall be able to call into immediate sery- 
ice troops of some degree of training. The Government 
should be able to command the services of the troops for 
whose training it has contributed. In the case of our 
National Guard it would seem sufficient to empower the 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief to order it out of the 
State and into the service of the United States if the en- 
listment pee should be so amended as to require con- 
sent to render such service. 

“The United States could properly make it a condition 
of allotment of the appropriation in aid of the Guard 
that the laws of the State provide for calling the active 
= or National Guard, into the service of the United 

tates. 

“Under a law of the United States, which is contained 
in the report of this office for 1893, the sum of $400,000 
is annually credited to the several States of the Union 
for the purpose of supplying the militia with arms, equip- 
ments, uniforms and other quartermasters’ and ordnance 
stores. The property thus drawn does not become the 
absolute property of the State; the State has only the 
use of it, and the Governor is required to make an an- 
nual return to the War Department accounting for it. 
The allotment to Maine for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1897, is $5,175.67. Efforts have been made from 
time to time by officials and others interested in the 
maintenance of a National Guard adequate in numbers 
and efficiency to the needs of a great and growing coun- 
try to secure an increased appropriation from the Na- 
tional Government correspon me to the increase of the 
country in population and wealth since the appropria- 
tion for the militia was originally made. The attempt is 
now being renewed, and it is to be hoped that it will 
prove successful. Recent events have caused the Gov- 
ernment to begin the work, on a suitably extensive scale, 
of protecting our exposed cities on the seaboard and to 
continue the policy of enlarging the Navy. It is prob- 
able also that the regular Army will be increased in 
order that the defensive works under construction may 
have at least a nucleus of skilled men to man them. In 
this scheme of preparation for contingencies, dictated by 
a prudent regard for the honor and welfare of the coun- 
try and the lives and property of its citizens, the Na- 
tional Guard should not be overlooked. Under the pres- 
ent conditions of warfare effective troops cannot be im- 
provised. When patriotic young men associate them- 
selves for training in military exercises and contribute 
not only their time but money, in addition to their sma!! 
receipts for duty under pay, for the maintenance of their 
organizations and for supplementing the supplies fur- 
nished by the State, they should receive from the Na- 
tional and State Governments encouragement to the ex- 
tent at least of meeting their reasonable expenses and 
aiding them to attain the highest possible efficiency. Lib- 
erality on the part of the general Government would 
lead to more generous provision by the States, and such 
recognition of the value of volunteer organizations would 
strongly tend to raise their standing in all respects. A 
larger appropriation by the general Government would 
make it possible to maintain companies of artillery, cav- 
alry and other arms which are not now deemed practica- 
ble on account of the expense, and to give greater facili- 
ties for instruction.”

VERMONT. 


G. O. No. 9, Vermont N. G., July 1, announces that—

The encampment will be 
known as Camp Governor Grout. Col. Thomas Hannon, 
Brig. Q. M., and Maj. Chas. L. Woodbury, Brig. Engr., 
will proceed to camp Thursday morning, Aug. 5. Oamp 
will be made, and tents pitched by Co. I, Brattleboro. 
The object of this encampment is the acquirement of a 
knowledge of military duties, and the attention of offi- 
cers and men must be devoted to the attainment of this 
object during the hours prescribed. When off duty the 
men will be permitted to enjoy themselves in a reason- 
able manner, but mock-parades and disorderly conduct 
of all kinds will be prohibited. Unless otherwise ordered, 
the following daily routire of duty will be followed: 
Reveille, 5:50 a. m.; breakfast, 6:30 a. m.; fatigue call, 
7:15 a. m.; surgeon’s call, 7:30 a. m.; guard mounting, 
8:15 a. m.; Ist Sergeant’s call, 9:00 a. m.; morning drill, 
9:30 a. m.; recall from drill, 11:30 a. m.; dinner, 12:00 
m.; Ist Senuenet eall, 1:30 p. m.; afternoon drill, 2:30 
p. m.; recall from drill, 4:30 p. m.; dress parade, 5:30 
p. m.; supper, 6:30 p. m.; officers’ school, 8:00 p. m.; band 
concert, 8:30 p. m.; tattoo, 10:10 p. m.; taps, 11:00 p. m. 
At tattoo all unauthorized persons must leave camp, en- 
listed men will remain in their own company streets, 
and loud talking and singing must cease. Immediately 
after taps an inspection of quarters will be made by an 
officer of each company, designated by the company com- 
mander, who will report to the battalion commander the 
names of all enlisted men found absent without leave. 
The officer above designated will remain in his compan 
street after taps until absolute quiet is assured; he will 
also turn out and quiet any disturbance in his company 
street during the night. Immediately after breakfast 
the company streets and quarters, and the grounds 
around the guard quarters, will be carefully policed and 
kept so during the day. Men relieved at guard mounting 
will be excused from duty until formation for afternoon 
drill. Members of the guard coming off duty one day, 
will constitute the general fatigue party for the next 
day. The brigade surgeon, accompanied by an officer 
of the brigade staff, will make a thorough inspection of 
the entire camp during the morning drill, and report to 
headquarters the condition of each company street, quar- 
ters, mess tent and kitchen. The report will be published 
at dress parade each evening. No one will be excused 
from dress parade or review except the sick, officers sen- 
ior in rank to the commanding etheer of the parade, and 
those absent on duty or by authority from the brigade 
commander. Company commanders may detail one man 
for guard in the company street while the company is 
on parade. Men excused from drill by the surgeon 
should be selected for this duty when practicable. Offi- 
cers obliged to go outside will obtain the permission of 
their regimental or battery commander, approved by the 
post commander. Except during drills, dress parade, 
officers school and at meal times at least one commis- 
sioned officer of each company must be constantly at his 
company street. A limited number of passes may be 
granted by the regimental and battery commanders to 
men off duty, care being taken that the favor is only 
extended to those worthy of confidence. Men found out- 
side the limits of the camp without leave will be arrested 
by the Provost Marshal. Infantry companies will be 
carefully marked during the encampment under the fol- 
lowing sub-heads: 1. Dress and soldierly appearance of 
officers and men, when not in ranks. 2. Appearance at 
drill and other company foi mations. 3. Guard duty. 4. 
Police of camp. 5. Attendance of actual members of 
( ompanies. 


NEBRASKA. 

The new military law of Nebraska National Guard 
goes into effect July 9, 1897, and is a concise compilation 
and places the State force on a practical footing. 

The aim of the framers of the new law was to leave 
all that was possible to be a matter of regulations, only 
framing such enactments as actually required the force 
of enacted law to make them operative. Also to give 
the Governor as Commander-in-Chief, full and complete 
control of the Guard, thus preventing any possibility of a 
“deadlock” between himself and the military board or 
the Brigadier General, which, under the old law, was 
very liable to happen. The new law provides that the 
organized militia consist of not more than 2,000 enlisted 
men, and the necessary commissioned officers, to be or- 
ganized into not more than twenty-eight companies of 
infantry, one troop of cavalry and one battery of artil- 
lery; which may be assigned to battalions and regiments 
by the Commander-in-Chief. The Governor shall be the 
Commander-in-Chief of the militia, and may employ it, 
or any part of it, in the defense of or relief of the State, 
or any part of its inhabitants or territories, and shall 
have all the powers necessary to carry into effect the 
provisions of this act. The staff of the Commander-in- 
Chief shall consist of an Adjutant General, with rank 
of Brigadier General, who shall be ex-officio chief of the 
staff; a Quartermaster and Commissary General: a Sur- 
geon General; an Inspector General, and a Judge Advo- 
cate General, each with the rank of Colonel, and as many 
aids as he may think proper, not exceeding twelve, each 
with the rank of Colonel. The salary of the Adjutant 
General is $1,500 per annum. 


_ The Guard shall be liable at all times to be ordered 
into active service, and shall be first called out by the 
Commander-in-Chief on all occasions for military service 
within the State, or upon the requisition of the Presi- 
dent of the United States. Provision is made for the en- 
rollment of such additional portion of the militia as he 
may deem necessary to meet emergency, and when or- 
dered out for service, these militia shall be subject to the 
same regulations and render the same service as required 
of the Nebraska National Guard, and receive the same 
compensation as that prescribed for the Army of the 
United States. Provision for drafts is also made. The 
organization, equipment and system of discipline of the 
militia and National Guard shall conform as nearly as 
practicable to that of the Army of the United States. No 
enlistment shall be allowed other than able-bodied male 
citizens of this State between the ages of eighteen and 
forty-five years. All enlistments in the National Guard 
shall be for three years. The companies, battalions and 
regiments of the Nebraska National Guard shall consti- 
tute one brigade, under the command of a Brigad‘er 
General, with staff, consisting of an Assistant Adjutant 
General, and a Surgeon, each with the rank of Major; 
an Assistant Quartermaster and a Commissary of Sub- 
sistence, each with the rank of Captain; and two aides, 
each with the rank of Ist Lieutenant. 

The National Guard shall encamp for instruction not 
less than five nor more than ten days, annually, by bat- 
talion, regiment or brigade, between the tenth day of 
August and the twentieth day of September, as ordered 
by the Commander-in-Chief. Rules for the conduct of 
the camp, the forwarding of reports and papers are also 
concisely laid down, as well as for the examination of 
candidates for commissions, and convening of retiring 
boards. Provision for resignations, discharges, auditing 
of claims, courts martial, courts of discipline, collection 
of fines and dues is made. When in the actual service 
of the State, in camp of instruction, or in time of war, 
insurrection, etc., commissioned officers will receive the 
same pay and allowances as are allowed in the Army 
of the United States without increase for length of 
service. All enlisted men will receive one dollar and one 
ration or commutation thereof per diem. Officers or en- 
listed men ordered on special duty away from their com- 
mands shall receive such pay for their services as the 
Commander-in-Chief may determine. Proper compensa- 
tion for horse hire for each mounted officer or member of 
a troop or battery is provided for. 


The officers and enlisted men shall be exempt from 
working on s and highways, and from the not 
of any AL sag i. levied for Oa | parmess, _ : i.

State, while an active member. If any member of the 
Nebraska National Guard is wounded, disabled, killed, or 
dies of wounds received while doing military duty accord- 
ing to the law, he, his widow or children shall receive 
from the State such reasonable relief as the legislature 
shall deem proper. 

One of the most important provisions of the new law 
make it unlawful for any y of men whatever, other 
than the regularly organized National Guard of the State, 
and the troops of the United States, to associate them- 
selves ther as a military company or organization, 
or to drill or parade with arms within the limits of the 
State, without the license of the Governor, which license 
may at any time be revoked. Students in educational in- 
stiutions may, with the consent of the Governor, drill and 
parade with arms in public, and take part in any en- 
campment, under the command of their military instruc- 
tor, and while so encam shall be governed by the 


rules and ations for the government of the National 
Guard, and benevolent or social organizations may wear 
swords. Violation of the above law is punishable by a 


fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, or by imprison- 
— in the common jail for a term not exceeding six 
months. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 


G. O. 18, N. G. of Pennsylvania, A. G. O. announce 
that at the coming encampment of the National Guard of 
Pennsylvania the inspections will be in State uniform, 
light marching order. The rating for discipline will be 
based upon observation, made during the entire tour of 
camp duty. The infantry of the 3d Brigade will be in- 
spected on July 12, of the Ist Brigade on July 15, and of 
the 2d Brigade on July 21. The cavalry and artillery 
attached to the different brigades will be inspected on 
the day following the inegection of the infantry, at an 
hour to be announced. he inspection of general ap- 
pearance and clothing will be immediately followed by 
regimental inspection drill. Regiments will be mustered 
during the inspection of clothing and general appearance, 
The inspection drills will be confined to regimental ma- 
neuvers, outpost and Cossack post, and advance and rear 
guard. There will be an inspection in regimental guard 
mount as far as possible at the regular hour set for that 
ceremony. Inspection in guard duty will be held through- 
out the entire encampment.

Du Pont Lyle. e commencement was followed by a 
lawn party, the orchestra continuing its concert. 


The British Government in India has sanctioned the 
pres of camels for transport purposes, and se- 
ected officers have been buying “hill camels” since Oc- 
tober last in the Dera Ghazi, Khan, Dera Ismail Khan, 
Bannu, Kohat and Peshawar districts.
